S.O. 573(E).—The following amendments made 
to the Articles of Association by tlie Ahmednbad 
Seeds Merchants Association Ltd., Alnnertabad, in 
exercise of the powers conferred on it by sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section DA of the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Art, 1952 (71 of 1052) and apmoved 
by the Central Government are hereby published, as 
required under sub-s^cHon (2) o: l hat see I ion, 
namely ;— 

1 - New Article (16) A ;--After Artitle (iti), the 
following new Article (16) A shall be added :- 

''Panels of Members (10) A (1) All Members ex¬ 
cluding the Associate Members of the Association 
shall be classified into four panels as follows 

1 . brokers. 

2, Ready Dealex^, 

3, Exporters. 

4. Crushers, 

(2) (a) BrokriV Panel will consulute of any 

Membei who underlakes brokerage’ business or 
business as Commission Agent in oilseeds, oils 
andjor oilcakes as also ali oih<‘i members not in- 
duued in any other panel. 

(b) Ready Dealets' Panel will constiLiue of any 
member engaged in ‘the purchase and|or sale of oil¬ 
seeds, oil andjor oikakes having a Sale^ lax Re- 
gistiation Licence whether or not he is> in addition 


a bioker. Provided that a Commission Agent in 
the icady trade liaving a Sales-lax Registration 
Licence may be included in Ready Dealers’ Panel. 

(l) Exporters’ Panel will constitute of any Mem¬ 
ber who has exported oilseeds, oils andjor oilcakes 
whether or not lie is in addition a dealer or a bro¬ 
ker. 

(cl) Crushers’ Panel will constitute of any mem¬ 
ber who is an owner ot oil mills, power driven 
chakkus andjor factories manufacturing VanaspaLi 
whether or not lie is in addition a dealer, an ex¬ 
porter or a broker. 

(3) (a) All die pieseut members if the Associa¬ 

tion shall be included in one or the other of the 
Panels mentioned in clause (1) above according to 
the predominant inteieu of each of them. 

(b) A member in the first instance may dedal e 
the Panel to which he desires to belong but the 
particular Panel in which he will be included shall 
be decided as hereinafter provided. 

(c) The Hoard shall at all times have pnweis to 
consider the qucsiion o( altering the Panel of a 
member either at flic request ol a member in res¬ 
pect of his allocation or at its own initiative on rlu: 
basis, of such information as it might have in its 
possession including sue li representation or objec¬ 
tions as it might receive from a member in respect 
of another member regarding the latter’s inclusion 
in a particular panel. 

(d) The Board ahull at all times have power to 
obtain such information including representations 
or objections from a member in respect of *auother 
member regarding the latter’s inclusion in a parti¬ 
cular panel, as it may deem proper and reasonable 
in order to determine the predominant interest of 
members. 

(e) The Board shill hear the member and take 
into consideration the lcprexmtdtion made by him, 
before altering his panel. 

(f) No change in panel oi any member shall take 
dFect until the Elections are o\’er, it such change 
has taken place during ignydive days proceeding 
the day fixed for election of the Directors, 

(g) In respect of allocation of panel to a member, 
if there be agreement between the member concern¬ 
ed and the Board as to the panel in which he should 
be included, the member shall he included in such 
panel; if there is a difference of opinion between 
the member concerned and the Boaut regarding 
the panel in which he should be included, he shah 
be included in panel as such the President of the 
Association may in consultation with and with the 
approval of Forward Markets Commission decide. 
The decision arrived at in the maimer provided 
herein shall he binding on all members, llhs pio- 
vision shall apply where'er the question of alloca¬ 
tion of panel or change of panel has to be cle< ided 
at any stage or at any lime. 

(h) The ywovniois here in be foie contained re¬ 
garding allocation of panel shall also apply to a 
member who nui\ hereafter apply For membership of 
the Association, 
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(i) No member shall be included in more than 
one panel, 

(j) Tlie Lola I number ui members in any panel 
js not restricted but fnay vary from panel to panel, 

(k) Where a member ceases to carry on or changes 
the business entitling him to belong to any pal ti¬ 
tular panel, lie shall intimate to the Hoard of such 
cessation or change and the Board may Lake adiun 
thereon as it may deem fit. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
clause (3) of this Article, the Forward INFukets 
Commission may,.if in its opinion, the interest of 
trade so requires, direct the Board to i eview 
the distribution of members into the vaiious panel, 
and may also direct, if considered expedient, to 
include a member in any particular panel, and the 
Boaid shall, thereupon take suitable sLeps to com¬ 
ply with the same/' 

II. Article 07 :—Flic existing article 07 (2) (a) 
shall be deleted and the following shall be substi¬ 
tuted :— 

"67 (2) :—-The Boaid of Directors shall consist oi 
not more than 20 directors constituted as follows 

“ (a) (i) Eight Directors who will be elected by 
the members or authorised representatives of mem¬ 
bers of the Brokers' panel. 

(ii) Two directors who will lie elected by the 
members or authorised representatives from Ready 
Dealers’ panel when their membership exceeds 15 
and one director when their membership is below 
15 . 

(iii) One director who will be elected by the 
members or authorised representatives of mem¬ 
bers of Exporters' panel, 

(iv) One director who will be elected by the 
members or authorised representatives of mem¬ 
bers of Crushers' panel- 

If for any panel, there arc less candidates than 
the number of seats provided for on the Board for 
that panel, the Board so constituted ot such less 
number oi directors shall be deemed to be duly 
constituted and shall function notwithstanding 
such deficiency on die Board.” 

Ill Article 69 '—After Article (69) B, The follow¬ 
ing Articles C, D, E, E, G and II shall be added 

“(69) C.—The election of directors shall be by 
ballot to be held at the registered office of the 
Association. 

(69) D,—The election of directors shall be by 
panels be- Directors of each panel shall be elect¬ 
ed by the members or the authorised representatives 
of members of that panel. 
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(69 E.—Where two or more candidates in the 
election of Directors secure ail equal number of 
votes, the candidates to be declared elected shall 
be determined by drawing lots. 

(69) F.—For the purpose of election of Directors, 
no member or authorised representative of member, 
voting for election of, Directors shall give vote to 
either a lesser number or a greater number of 
candidates than rhe number of individuals to be 
elected nor shall he give more than one vote to 
any particular candidate. If any ballot paper does 
not fulfil these conditions, it shall be void and of 
no effect, and it shrill be rejected. 

(69) G.—The Board of Directors shall have 
power nt any time and Irom time to time to ap¬ 
point any member or auv authorised representa¬ 
tives as a Director to fill n vacancy so that the total 
number and proportion of directors on the Boaid 
as fixed by these presents is maintained. Any director 
so appointed shall hold ollice only upto the date 
up to which the Directors in whose place he is 
appointed would have held office if it had not been 
vacated. 


‘(69) IT Wheic the number of candidates for (‘lec¬ 
tion to the Board is less than the vacancies to be 
filled upon the Board ot Directors from any panel 
or panels, the directors shall have power to fill 
up such vacancies from amongst the panel or 
panels concerned. The Directors appointed under 
this provision shall have office as piovided in 
these presents.” 

IV Article (76) :—The existing article (70) shall 
be substituted by the following :— 

“ (76) (a) The Boaid of Directors tpay art not¬ 

withstanding any vacancy in their body. 

(h) The Directors who shall be in office imme¬ 
diately before the amendments of these articles 
articles’come into force shall continue to hold office. 

(c) The continuing Director may act notwith¬ 
standing any vacancy in their body but if and so 
long as their number is reduced below the number 
fixed by these Articles as the necessary quorum of 
Directors, the continuing Directors may act for the 
purpose of increasing the number of Direciois to 
that number or for summoning a General Meeting 
but for no other purpose/'
